REMARKS 



By the Office Action of August 30, 2006. claims 1 -30 are pending in the Application. 
Claims 1-28 are allowed, claim 29 stands rejected, and claim 30 has been objected to. The 
pending claims are believed novel and non-obvious over the cited art; however, in order to 
advance the present case to issuance, rejected claim 29 and objected to claim 30 have been 
cancelled.
